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AUSTRIA DEMANDS CLEARCUT SOVIET STAND ON STATE 
TREATY. Pursuing to the latest Soviet note to Austria (dat- 
ed August 29, 1953) the Austrian government has submitted 
to the Executive Committee of the Austrian Parliament on 
September 23, the draft of a new reply to the Soviet govern- 
ment. This note was approved by the Committee and reads 
as follows: 

‘‘Without taking any position in regard to the various crit- 
ical remarks of the Soviet Union concerning the short treaty 
draft, the short treaty draft of the Western Powers would have 
meant for Austria the advantage that Austria would not have 
been saddled for the future with any economic burdens. How- 
ever, the Austrian Federal Government has always been con- 
vinced that the Austrian State Treaty would have to be ap- 
proved by all of the Four Powers. Therefore if the Soviet 
Union declines to discuss this short treaty draft the Austrian 
Federal Government will not support the same. Reference 
has already been made in the note from the Austrian Federal 
Government dated August 19 to the reasons which led the 
Austrian Federal Government to the conclusion contained in 
its memorandum dated July 31, 1952. The Austrian Federal 
Government hereby declares revoked the statement made in 
said memorandum according to which further negotiations rel- 
ative to the Austrian State Treaty would be impossible on the 
basis of the formerly essentially agreed upon draft of the 
State Treaty. Notwithstanding this declaration the Austrian 
Federal Government appeals to the Government of the Soviet 
Union to take into account the increased burdens and difficul- 
ties which have accrued as the result of the delay in signing 
of the State Treaty and the consequent delay in evacuation 
of the occupation troops and to accord to Austria a measure 
of generosity that will enable her to fulfill the obligations to 
be undertaken under the State Treaty from within her own re- 
sources. The Austrian Federal Government is convinced by 
this reply to the questions contained in the note from the 
Soviet Government dated August 29 to have established the 
prerequisites for the conclusion of the State Treaty and the 
Austrian Federal Government on its part would appreciate a 
communication indicating that the Government of the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics shares this opinion.’’

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FOREIGN MINISTER GRUBER REFUTES COMMUNIST AL- 
LEGATIONS AUSTRIA IS SEEKING SEPARATE TREATY 
WITH WEST. On September 15th a Communist paper in 'Vien- 
na published a story broadcast by Radio Moscow, according 
to which.‘‘U.S Secretary of State John Foster Dulles is plan- 
ning to conclude a separate treaty between the United States 
and !Austria.’’ 

Foreign Minister Dr. Karl Gruber announced soon there- 
after that the Communist report was an outright invention and 
had no basis in fact. ‘‘False reports of this kind,’’ Dr. Gru- 
ber said, ‘‘awaken the suspicion that certain quarter artific- 
ially wish to create new obstacles to a conclusion of the 
Austrian State Treaty.’’ The Austrian Foreign Minister then 
stated emphatically that the Austrian Government rejected 
the idea of any separate treaty and that at no time had it re- 
ceived any proposals or suggestions to that effect from any 
of the Westem Powers. On the contrary, the Governments of 
the United States, Great Britain and France had repeatedly 
declared that ‘they too were definitely committed to a Four- 
Power agreement. 


AUSTRIAN PARTICIPATION WOULD FACILITATE STATE 
TREATY NEGOTIATIONS. Dr. Bruno Kreisky, Undersecre- 
tary of the Austrian Foreign Office, discussed the latest in- 
ternational developments and their effect on the Austrian 
treaty negotiations at a recent conference of the Austrian 
Socialist party. Dr. Kreisky said that the short treaty draft, 
whose withdrawal the Soviet Union had demanded, would un- 
doubtedly have been very advantageous to Austria. But since 
it soon became clear that such a treaty would never meet 
with Soviet approval, it was decided that insistence on the 
short treaty was inexpedient and self-defeating. In spite of 
its withdrawal, the Russian Government had expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the answer of the Austrian Government and 
had demanded that Austria restate its position. Dr. Kreisky 
affirmed that Austria’s second reply would be just as clear 
and unequivocal as the first. In fact, Austria too had some 
points which she would like Moscow to clarify, Dr. Kreisky 
added. ‘“Ten years will soon have elapsed,’’ he said, ‘‘since 
the famous Moscow Declaration in which Austria was promised 
liberation as the first victim of Hitlerian aggression. How 
is this promise to be reconciled with the various Russian 
statements to the effect that the Austrian and German ques- 
tions are related?’’ 

Dr.Kreisky then expressed the opinion that:Austria should 
be granted direct participation in any new treaty negotiations, 
as the Austrian Parliament had in fact already demanded and 
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as the Great Powers had been advised. Austria’s represen- 
tatives would be in abetter position than anyone else to elic- 
it understanding for the country’s position. ‘‘We want the 
State Treaty negotiations to be continued,’’ said Dr. Kreisky, 
‘‘precisely, because we believe that it will be possible to 
ease some of the most onvressive conditions by negotiation.’’ 


SHAMEFUL TREATMENT OF AUSTRIA CONTINUES. Aus- 
trian Minister of the Interior Oskar Helmer recently told a 
political gathering that, in spite of the minor alleviations re- 
‘cently granted, the burden of occupation continues to weigh 
heavily upon Austria. 

Minister Helmer publicly asked the Soviet Union why it 
did not live up to its solemnly given promise to repatriate 
the last Austrian prisoners of war still remaining in Russia. 
Why did the other Occupying Powers not follow the British 
example and also reduce their forces in Austria to a token 
occupation unit? 

Although jurisdiction over the issuance of passports and 
visas had been restored to Austria, Minister Helmer said, the 
Allied Council had simultaneously reaffirmed the right of the 
Occupying Powers to allow any alien to enter Austria with- 
out having to obtain Austria’s consent. ‘‘Against this shame- 
ful treatment, no word of protest is too strong,’’ the Minister 
said, 

In closing, Minister Helmer revealed that when Allied 
censorship was discontinued no less than eighty to one hund- 
red tons of letters, telegrams,books and periodicals had piled 
up and were subsequently earmarked for destruction. All 
these letters had been seized during the eight years censor- 
ship was in force and had never been delivered to the ad- 
dressees. 


KAMITZ: AUSTRIAN REQUESTS FOR CAPITAL FAVOR- 
ABLY RECEIVED BY WORLD BANK. Dr. Reinhard Kamitz, 
Austria’s Minister of Finance, who attended the 8th Meeting 
of the World Bank in Washington, D.C., announced upon his 
return to Austria that his country’s application for a develop- 
ment loan had been favorably received at the meeting. Aus- 
tria has applied for a loan to finance her large capital pro- 
jects. Dr. Kamitz said that, thanks to the recent achieve- 
ments of Austria’s economic policy, the application had been 
accepted in a very favorable light. 

During his stay in Washington, Dr. Kamitz had occasion 
to discuss Austria’s current policy and current loan projects 
with the officials of the World Bank at considerable length. 
The negotiations were so successful that the construction 
project of the Reisseck power station will soon receive final 
consideration by the World Bank. The requested loan for the 
development of this power station will be up for decision as 
soon as a technical commission completes its investigation. 
Other projects in the field of hydroelectric power were also 
being worked out, Minister Kamitz said, adding that the de- 
velopment of the Ybbs-Persenbeug power station on the Dan- 
ube would require a considerable capital expenditure. 

In Washington, the Minister of Finance also discussed the 
Austrian project to extend the Autobahn (express highway) 
from Salzburg to Vienna, which he reported was well received. 
A planning group is now studying the documentary material 


for this project which Dr. Kamitz submitted. 

In closing, Dr. Kamitz said: ‘‘Thanks to her strenuous 
efforts in the economic sphere and the settlement of her pre- 
war debts, Austria has achieved an international position 
which assures her successful integration in the capital re- 
lationships between states. This strengthens the confidence 
placed in Austria’s economic future.’’ 

Minister of Finance Kamitz and the members of his dele- 
gation — Dr. Eugen Margaretha, President of the Austrian 
National Bank; Dr. Stoeger-Marenpach, General Director of 
the National Bank; and Dr. Teuffenstein, Associate Governor 
of the World Bank — spent two days in New York before fly- 
ing from the United States. 


ALLIES TRANSFER PASSPORT- AND VISA-ISSUANCE 
AUTHORITY TO AUSTRIA. Effective September 15, 1953, 
the Allied Council has acceded to the Austrian Government’s 
long-standing request to restore passport- and visa-issuance 
authority to Austria. Austrian officials at home and abroad 
are henceforth empowered to issue Austrian entry and exit 
visas to citizens of all nations, with the exception of those 
of the four Occupying Powers; these visas also authorize the 
holders to cross the Russian demarcation line in Austria and 
to enter all parts of the Soviet-occupied zone. 

Citizens of the Western Occupying Powers, i.e. Ameri- 
can, British and French nationals, still require a safe-con- 
duct permit (grey card) to cross the Russian demarcation line; 
these permits will continue to be issued by the authorities of 
the individual countries. However, such nationals may con- 
tinue to enter the Western-occupied zones of Austria without 
a visa, provided they are in the possession of a valid pass- 
port. 

Jurisdiction over passports and visas was assumed by the 
Allied agencies immediately after the war, and this authority 
has been exercised by them ever since. Until April 1, 1950, 
Austrian citizens wishing to cross the borders of their own 
country required a visa whose issuance was first subject 
exclusively to Allied approval, but after April 1, 1947, was 
handled by the Austrian authorities under Allied control. The 
authority to issue visas to aliens was likewise transferred to 
Austria gradually. Until now the Occupying Powers had still 
retained the following prerogatives with regard to the issuance 
of passports and visas: Austria could not issue any pass- 
ports to aliens; stateless persons and those of undetermined 
nationality residing in Austria could only be granted a pass- 
port with Allied approval; the issuance of entry visas to 
Germans, Japanese and stateless persons likewise required 
Allied approval; and all Austrian citizens who were encum- 
bered under the National Socialists’ Act could not receive a 
passport or visa from the Austrian Government. 

Transfer of passport- and visa-issuance authority to Aus- 
tria is expected to increase the number of tourists visiting 
the Russian-occupied zone of Austria, which has hitherto had 
almost no foreign tourists at all. Another step in this direc- 
tion was recently taken by the Russian authorities when they 
granted full freedom of movement in the Soviet zone to all 
employees and officials of the Western embassies and high 
commissions, as well as to their dependents. 
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RUTHLESS RUSSIAN EXPLOITATION OF AUSTRIAN OIL 
FIELDS BACKFIRES. The mass dismissal of Austrian wor- 
kers by the Soviet Petroleum Administration in Austria (see 
AUSTRIAN INFORMATION bulletin, ‘Vol. VI, No. 16) has 
caused considerable unrest among labor in the Soviet zone, 
the Socialist News Service reports. ‘The dismissal notices 
posted in the various plants were torn down by the workers 
and those who had joined the Communist party tore up their 
membership cards in public. The Soviet Petroleum Adminis- 
tration had declared that the dismissals were made necessa- 
ry by difficulties encountered in marketing the oil. The fact 
of the matter, however, is that the Austrian oil fields seized 
by the Russians continue to be exploited, with most of the 
oil being shipped to the satellites.. Only the prospecting for 
new wells has been stopped. 

Commenting on these developments, the Socialist News 
Service continues that the mass dismissals in the oil fields 
is ‘‘probably connected with the visit of a control commis- 
sion from Moscow,’’ which has for some time been investigat- 
ing the profitableness of the Russian installations in Aus- 
tria. Expenditure made at these installations apparently 
stand in no satisfactory proportion to the actual output of oil. 

It is known, however, that in the enterprises seized by 
them, the oil fields included, the Russian authorities have 
barely made the most essential investments required for ra- 
tional and profitable operation. The Soviet Petroleum Ad- 
ministration’s sole concern has been to remove as much oil 
as possible within the shortest possible period of time. 
To achieve this end, the Russians adopted methods which 
oil experts have condemned as the worst form of ruthless ex- 
ploitation. When oil was first discovered in Austria, geolo- 
gists estimated that the country’s oil deposits would last for 
about one hundred years. Even after World War I, during 
which forced exploitation was likewise practiced,the experts 
still estimated that the oil reserves would last another fifty 
years. Today, after eight years of ruthless Russian exploi- 
tation, it is believed that Austria’s oil reserves will be de- 
pleted in about twenty-five years. 

The Socialist News Service further reports that for the 
past few weeks the Soviet Petroleum Administration has ceas- 
ed to pay the bills of the two non-Russian oil companies which 
were not seized and allowed to continue operations, but whose 
output had to be turned over to the Russians. The Soviets 
already owe these two firms more than ten million schillings.

In connection with the Austrian reply, Foreign Minister 
Dr. Karl Gruber declared that it was only with a heavy heart 
that the Austrian government submitted this note. He speci- 
fied that the resumption of negotiations on the basis of the 
old treaty draft, and the heavy burden imposed by this treaty 
would be justified if the Soviet Union was prepared to con- 
clude the treaty at an early date and refrained from imposing 
any further conditions.

AUSTRIAN PARTIES RESUME POLITICAL ACTIVITY, 
FACE IMPORTANT DECISIONS. Although the problem of 
the Austrian State Treaty is naturally the topmost concern of 
Austrian political life, both of the two big Government co- 
alition parties — the Austrian People’s Party and the Social- 
ist Party — have also been directing their energies and 
activities, now that the political fall season is here, toward 
the solution of the many pressing domestic problems. In 
the economic and financial fields, measures are being pro- 
posed and taken to assure the country’s economic develop- 
ment and expedite its industrial recovery. 


People's Party Favors Tax Reform, Balanced Budget, 
A Realistic Economic and Social Reform Policy 


On September 16, the National Committee of the People’s 
party met to discuss future policy and hear a report on the 
major domestic problems facing the Government, presented by 
Chancellor Julius Raab, who is also the party’s National 
Chairman. 


Chancellor Raab declared that the 1954 budget is expec- 
ted to be ready for Parliament’s approval by the deadline 
stipulated in the Constitution for submission of draft budgets 
to the legislature. (The fiscal year and calendar year in 
Austria coincide-Ed.) He added, however, that in connec- 
tion with the budget a few basic problems still remained to be 
clarified and incorporated into law. One of the questions to 
be decided, now that the Occupying Powers have waived 
payment of occupation costs, was the problem of what is to 
happen to the occupation tax originally enacted to cover 
these costs. Chancellor Raab expressed the opinion that 
this tax should be discontinued, even though the Govern- 
ment was still faced with considerable expenditures as a 
result of the continuing occupation. It was high time that 
those Austrians who had incurred large losses due to actions 
of the Occupying Powers finally receive some measure of 
compensation. Even if the occupation tax is dropped, it will 
still be possible to make provisions for these payments in 
the regular budget, the Chancellor declared. 

But this would be possible only if, concomitant with the 
new budget and with the discontinuance of the occupation 
tax, the entire tax structure were thoroughly overhauled. 
Chancellor Raab said that the present tax scale and its pro- 
gressive rates were imposing an unfair burden on the country 
and were responsible for many hardships. It was the aim of 
the People’s party and the Government to establish a tax 
system which would assure sound economic development. 
Furthermore, the People’s party continues to hold that the 
Austrian budget must be balanced, not only to prevent any 
threat of inflation but also to safeguard the rapid economic 
gains achieved during the past few months. The People’s 
coalition partner along these lines, and to limit the appropri- 
ation requests of the various ministries, so as to make a 
balanced budget possible. 
budget possible. 

With regard to social welfare policy, the People’s party 
would make every effort to assure gainful employment to 
young people fresh out of school, in order to keep them from 
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falling prey to political radicalism. The party also favored 
extending child-care assistance (for the support of families 
with children) to a larger group of beneficiaries and asking 
Parliament for larger appropriations to give increased finan- 
cial assistance to the aged. 

So far as employment opportunities were concerned, the 
Austrian Chancellor said that the People’s party favored a 
broad and comprehensive program to assure full employment. 
Any such program, however, would have to be firmly based 
on economic realities, for it was better ‘‘to build a stable 
house than a Cloud-Cuckoo-Land.’’ In this connection, Chan- 
cellor Raab also recommended that social legislation be 
amended, not only to assure effective social assistance for 
the needy, but also to prevent abuse of social benefits. 


Socialist Party Adopts Comprehensive Employment Program 
And Recommends Expansion of Hydroelectric Power, 
Transportation and Industry 


The Socialist party of Austria held a party convention to 
discuss a number of domestic issues, the principal one of 
which was the question of full employment. The comprehen- 
sive employment program mapped out by the party during the 
summer was the main point on the agenda. The party’s 
executive committee, after adopting the program, will now 
useit as a basis for political and parliamentary negotiations, 
jointly with the Socialist deputies in Parliament. 

Among other points, the program states that only one 
sixth of Austria’s water-power resources are now being ex- 
ploited and that if these were fully harnessed Austria would 
be in a position not only fully to meet her own power require- 
ments but also to help Central Europe meet its needs in this 
field. That is why the party recommends that the power 
stations of Rosenau, Braunau, Kaprun (upper level), Jochen- 
stein, Reisseck (upper level) and Ybbs-Persenbeug, on which 
work has already been started, be completed within the next 
five years. These stations would then have a combined 
annual capacity of two million kilowatt-hours. Their comple- 
tion within the next five years would require a capital expen- 
diture of four billion schillings. 

The Socialist program also calls for construction to be 
started on additional power plants at the Luener Lake in the 
Eastern Tyrol, at the Upper Inn River in the Tyrol, at the 
Lower Inn River in Upper Austria, at the Salzach River in 
Salzburg and at the Lower Drau in Carinthia. The projects 
would require an outlay of seven billion schillings, which 
should be raised by means of domestic and foreign loans. 

The program further recommends continuation of the rail 
electrification program and states that 1350 kilometers of the 
Austrian rail network have so far been electrified, with an 
additional 1100 kilometers being prepared for electrification. 
The Socialist economic blueprint also calls for much more 
extensive electrification of agriculture and small-scale in- 
dustry, whose productivity could be increased by the instal- 
lation of electrical machinery. The same applies to the home, 
which should likewise be equipped with inexpensive elec- 
trical appliances. 

To develop the country’s transportation facilities, the 
Socialist program proposes that the railroad stations in Vi- 


enna, Graz and Innsbruck be quickly rebuilt, a project which 
would require an expenditure of 200 million schillings in the 
course of the next three years. Furthermore, some lines 
would have to be improved to assure faster transportation. 
This rail improvement program would likewise cost an esti- 
mated 200 million schillings during the next five years. At 
the same time, the country’s rolling stock would have to be 
modernized and expanded, primarily by the acquisition of 
new freight and passenger cars, Diesel locomotives and self- 
propelled cars. This would require an outlay of 150 million 
schillings during the next five years. 

The Socialist program further proposed that the country’s 
road network be expanded, at an annual expense of over 500 
million schillings which should be set aside from the various 
road and transportation taxes and partly raised by establish- 
ing a road fund. The program also calls for the development 
of port facilities on the Danube and the construction of air- 
ports in all sections of the country. 

Other recommendations made in the program relate to the 
erection of two radio stations in each state capital, includ- 
ing facilities for ultra-shortwave andtelevision transmission, 
the conversion of the telephone system to fully automatic 
operation and increased farm productivity, this latter goal to 
be achieved primarily by irrigation of heretofore unproduc- 
tive land and mechanization of farm work. With regard to in- 
dustry, the Socialists call for establishment of large-scale 
plant facilities in the textile, paper, iron, metal and coal 
industries. 

According to the Socialist proposals, the construction of 
about 200,000 new dwelling units, to alleviate the housing 
shortage resulting from war-time destruction, would cost 450 
million schillings annually. 

In closing, the Socialist proponents of the program state 
that the latter does not represent an emergency solution, but 
is rather intended to assure the Austrian people full employ- 
ment, economic viability and an improved standard of living. 


FRANCE FOLLOWS SUIT IN WAIVING OCCUPATION COSTS. 
The French Foreign Ministry has notified the Austrian Em- 
bassy in Paris that in 1954 the French Government would not 
collect occupation costs for the maintenance of its troops in 
Austria. 

By this decision France now joins all the other Occupy- 
ing Powers in waiving payment of occupation costs. It will 
be recalled that the United States was the first to have done 
so back in 1947. 

Foreign Minister Gruber welcomed the French decision 
and said that it would meet with widespread response and 
thereby contribute to the strengthening of relations between 
Austria and France. 


U.S. APPOINTS NEW DEPUTY HIGH COMMISSIONER IN 
AUSTRIA. The U.S. Department of State has appointed 
Charles W. Yost Deputy High Commissioner in Austria to 
take up the post left vacant by the transfer to Bonn of former 
Deputy High Commissioner Walter Dowling. Mr. Yost, who 
arrived in Vienna on September 11, is a career diplomat who 
had already worked at the American Legation in Vienna from 
October 1947 to March 1949. 
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LAST GERMAN LAWS TO BE REPLACED BY AUSTRIAN 
LEGISLATION. At the meeting of the Austrian Cabinet on 
September 8, Chancellor Julius Raab announced that the 
Austrian Government would accede to the wishes of the 
Allied Council that German laws still on the books in Aus- 
tria be replaced by Austrian legislation. (see AUSTRIAN 
INFORMATION bulletin, Vol. VI, No. 16.) In the future, 
Austria would desist from mere amendment, extension or par- 
tial revocation of these laws. 


AUSTRIA'S POSITION ON EUROPEAN AGRARIAN UNION. 
The Paris office of the European Agrarian Union recently 
queried Austria on the latter’s position with regard to the 
establishment of the Agrarian Union. After consultations 
between the Federal Chamber of Commerce and the Agricul- 
tural Chambers, a reply was drafted indicating that Austria 
endorsed the project, but not unconditionally. Since Austria 
had to rely heavily on imports of farm products, she would 
also have to leave herself several possibilities open for the 
procurement of such products from overseas countries which 
were not members of the Union. The note further expressed 
doubts concerning the advisability of including semi-finished 
and finished goods made from farm products under the 
Union’s terms of reference. Austria’s reply also pointed out 
that if the country were to join the ‘Agrarian Union, ‘Austrian 
agriculture would have to receive protective subsidies be- 
cause of the difference in wage and cost relationships in the 
various European member nations. 


AUSTRIAN POWER LOAN SUBSCRIPTIONS REFLECT 
BROAD POPULAR SUPPORT. The final figures on the 
domestic loan floated in Austria this spring for the expansion 
of the country’s hydroelectric power plants have now been 
announced. A total of 620 million schillings were subscribed. 
Of this amount, 82.5 million were subscribed exclusively by 
workers in offices and plants throughout the country, in the 
course of a national loan-subscription campaign among wage 
earners. A total of 187,000 salaried persons purchased the 
bonds. The extensive participation of wage earners has not 
only shown the renewed faith of the Austrian people in their 
future, but has also made the power loan a truly national 
loan in the fullest sense of the word. 


INTERNATIONAL FEDERATION OF ATTORNEYS HELD 
14TH CONGRESS IN VIENNA. The 14th Congress of the 
‘*‘Union Internationale des Avocats’’ was held in the Cere- 
monial Hall of the Austrian Academy of Sciences in Vienna, 
on September 15. Attorneys from forty countries participated. 

The delegates were welcomed by President Theodor Koer- 
ner of Austria, Chancellor Julius Raab and Minister of Jus- 
tice Josef Geroe, as well as by Dr. Emmerich Hunna, Presi- 
dent of the Austrian Lawyers’ Guild and Professor Alfred 
Verdross-Drossberg, Prorector of the University of Vienna. 
All speakers underscored the fact that, by selecting Vienna 
for its 14th Congress, the International Federation of Attor- 
neys had recognized the international standing of the Aus- 
trian capital and its cultural mission. It attested once more 
to the fact that Vienna, and consequently Austria, had again 
been accepted into the international community, in spite of 


the continuing occupation by foreign troops and the withhold- 
ing of final independence. 


As soon as the conference had been solemnly opened by 


' President Koerner, the delegates got down to work. One of 


the major tasks of the Congress was to frame international 
principles which would apply to the legislation of all free 
nations so as to place it even more effectively in the service 
of the various peoples and of the law. 

Dr. Emerich Hunna, the President of the Austrian Law- 
yers’ Guild, who is also President of the International Fede- 
ration of Attorneys, received the French Legion of Honor for 
his outstanding services. 


CATHOLIC “‘CARITAS"’ IN AUSTRIA COMPLETES EXTEN- 
SIVE SUMMER VACATION PROGRAM FOR POOR CHILD- 
REN. This summer the Catholic ‘‘Caritas’’ agency in Austria 
conducted an extensive program to provide vacations for poor 
Austrian children. A total of 1247 Austrian children were sent 
abroad and another 5201 were given a four-week vacation in 
Austria. Among the countries which accepted Austrian child- 
ren this summer were Belgium, Switzerland, Portugal, Spain 
and Luxemburg. 


REDUCED WINTER RATES AT AUSTRIAN SPORTS CEN- 
TERS ANNOUNCED. Accomodations at reduced winter rates 
are now being offered by various well-known Austrian winter 
sport resorts. The first such offer was announced by the hotel 
industry in St. Anton-am-Arlberg. Its special arrangements are 
based on a 7-day lump-sum payment which reflects a 30% re- 
duction in hotel rates, a 20% reduction in ski-school fees and 
a reduction of about 50% on cable-car and ski-lift fares. How- 
ever, accomodations at these special rates must be reserved 
for the period between January 7 and 31. Similar arrangements 
have been announced by other resorts. 


INTERNATIONAL FALCONRY COMPETITION TO BE HELD 
IN STYRIA. The Austrian Falconry Club will organize a 
large international falcon and eagle hunt in the region of St. 
Michael, in Styria, on October 11, 1953. During the chase, 
falcons and hawks will be set loose against furred and 
feathered game, and eagles against foxes. Many hawking 
enthusiasts and falcon trainers from abroad are expected to 
participate. 





CULTURE AND SCIENCE 


FRITZ HOCHWAELDER’S “THE STRONG ARE LONELY” 
GREAT SUCCESS IN PHILADELPHIA AND ON BROADWAY. 
‘‘The Strong Are Lonely,’’ by the Austrian playwright Fritz 
Hochwaelder, had its American premiere at the Walnut Thea- 
ter in Philadelphia on September 17. On the 29th the play 
opened at the Broadhurst Theater on Broadway. 

Produced by Walter P. Chrysler Jr. and directed by Mar- 
garet Webster, the production features Victor Francen and 
Dennis King in the leading roles. Sets and costumes were 
designed by Rolf Gerard and the incidental music was com- 
posed by Lehman Engel. 

The opening performance of the play met with enthusias- 
tic public response. Reviewing the Philadelphia premiere, 
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Henry T. Murdock, theater critic of the Philadelphia Inquirer 
wrote: 

‘‘Assuming a prose dignity without forgetting dramatic 
emphasis, the theater brought to this new season another 
moving, gripping play in ‘The Strong Are Lonely’ .’’ 

In his review in Variety, Mr. Waters wrote: ‘‘There is so 
much that is thought-provoking in the basic theme of ‘The 
Strong Are Lonely’ ... and so much admirable writing, plus 
skillful direction and impassioned acting, that one cannot 
help but give it a sweeping handclap.’’ 

Brooks Atkinson wrote in the New York Times about the 
play: ‘‘...Finding his theme in a godly utopia set up in Para- 
guay in the eighteenth century, Mr. Hochwalder has raised an 
absorbing religious speculation and written several very dra- 
matic scenes. And Victor Francen as a man of God and Den- 
nis King as a man of state play opposing parts with spiritual 
passion...It is a completely engrossing drama that touches 
some big ideas about man and God and benevolent authoritar- 
ianism.’’ 

In the New York Herald Tribune Walter F. Kerr said: ‘“The 
actors in the new play at the Broadhurst are engaged in the 
exploration of a subtle and fascinating intellectual problem..’’ 

The Daily Mirror calls it ‘‘a stimulating play,’’ while the 
Daily News finds The Strong Are Lonely ‘‘historically inter- 
esting, visually imposing and dramatically static.’’ 

VIENNA “HOFBURG" OPENS NEW EXHIBIT HALL. The 
world-famous arms collection of the Vienna Hofburg recently 
went on display in a new exhibit hall, which should prove to 
be an added attraction to visitors. The new Arms Hall con- 
tains the former armor of Maximilian and Charles V, as well 
as that of many of their contemporaries. Other treasures in 
this collection, which is priceless, are the ceremonial arms 
and armor made by the famous Innsbruck armorers. The col- 
lection is believed to contain more than half of the arms and 
armor of this period still in existence today. 

WILHELM KAUFMANN EXHIBITION OPENED AT ST. 
ETIENNE GALLERY ON SEPTEMBER 30. An exhibition of 
paintings by the famous Austrian painter Wilhelm Kaufmann, 
of Salzburg, opened at the St. Etienne Gallery, 46 West 57th 
Street, New York City, on September 30. The oil paintings, 
water colors, drawings and portraits on display were favor- 
ably reviewed by art critics and public alike. The exhibition 
is scheduled to close on October 15. 


NEW BOOK ON AUSTRIA TO BE PUBLISHED HERE. At 
the end of October, Oxford University Press, Inc., of New 
York will publish “‘The Rebirth of Austria,’’ by C.R. His- 
cocks. In this work, the author describes the restoration of 
the Austrian Republic after the country’s absorption by 
Nazi Germany in 1938, and gives a detailed account of Aus- 
tria’s political, economic and cultural revival between 1945 
and the spring of this year. He explains how Austria avoided 
the division which now keeps Germany partitioned and why, 
after having been ‘‘liberated’’ in the spring of 1945, she has 
not yet regained her full freedom and sovereignty. Political 
and economic conditions in the Soviet zone are extensively 
described. 


This is the first comprehensive account of post-war Aus- 


tria to be published. The author lived in Vienna from Feb- 
ruary 1946 to October 1949, and has visited Austria every 
year since. Most of the official documents dealing with this 
period are still ‘‘classified,’’ but Professor Hiscocks has 
had access to many unpublished departmental papers, as 
well as having had the advantage of talking to many of the 
leading personalities in post-war Austria and to a large 
number of Government officials. 


VIENNA ACADEMY CHOIR BEGAN AMERICA TOUR IN 
SEPTEMBER. The Vienna Academy Choir, which arrived in 
the United States in mid-September, began its three-month 
tour of this country by appearing in the states of New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and West Virginia. The group 
was enthusiastically received by audiences everywhere.

“THE TYROLIERS’’ — A GROUP OF AUSTRIAN FOLK 
SINGERS —- RETURN FOR COAST-TO-COAST TOUR. ‘‘The 
Tyroliers,’’ a group of Austrian folk singers and dancers al- 
ready well known to American audiences from previous ap- 
pearances in this country, arrived in New York on September 
21 for another coast-to-coast tour of the United States. The 
ensemble was such a hit duringtheir last tour that it received 
many invitations for a return engagement. 

From September 26 to October 10, the group will perform 
in New York City, except for October 3 when it will give a 
performance in Utica, N.Y. Then, ‘‘The Tyroliers’’ will go 
to Detroit (October 14), Cincinnati, Ohio (October 15), Bluf- 
ton, Ohio (October 16), Carbondale, Ill. (October 22), Chick- 
asha, Okl. (October 26), Tempe, Ariz. (November 3), Los An- 
geles (November 6 to 16) and Colorado Springs, Col. (Novem- 
ber 23). 

After completing the above schedule of appearances the 
group will probably accept further engagements in this coun- 
try. 


NEW LITERARY WORKS BY AUSTRIAN AUTHORS PUB- 
LISHED. A number of new novels by Austrian authors are 
being published this fall. Some of them will undoubtedly 
arouse considerable interest abroad and most are assured of 
a large readership at home. ‘‘Der Fischer Simon Petrus’’ is 
the title of a new novel by Kurt Frieberger. It deals with the 
fateful period of the Roman Empire at the time of Jesus Christ 
The central theme of the book is the Fisherman, and later 
Apostle, Simon Peter and his mission after the death of Christ. 
‘*Die Strudlhofstiege’’ is the name of a recent novel by 
the Austrian writer Heimito von Doderer. It describes Vien- 
nese society at the time of the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy. 
This book was published some time ago; however, it was so 
successful in Austria and elsewhere that a new edition of 
10,000 copies printed on India paper has now been published 
in Germany. Doderer’s latest novel, ‘‘Das letzte Abenteuer,’’ 
is being published as part of the jubilee series put out by 
Reclam’s Universalbibliothek. The author is now working on 
a continuation of his ‘‘Strudlhofstiege,’’ which will be pub- 


lished in a second and third volume under the title ‘‘Die Dae- 
monen,’’ and will depict Viennese society between the end 
of World War I and the period of unrest in 1927. Both volumes 
two and three will be out by the fall of 1954. 

Two novels by the Austrian poet George Saiko, his ‘‘Auf 
dem Fluss’’ and ‘‘Der Mann im Schilf,’’ are to be published 
in Hamburg. These two works likewise reflect society life 
in Austria. 

The first novel with a background of Viennese life and 
society after World War II was written by Fritz Habeck and 
bears the title ‘‘Das zerbrochene Dreieck.’’ The novel ist 
based on the thirty-four-year-old author’s personal experien- 
ces and is a continuation of his first work, somewhat remin- 
iscent of Hemingway, ‘‘Das Boot kommt nach Mitternacht.’’ 

Another recent novel, ‘‘Die Hilflosen,’’ by Jeannie Ebner, 
is primarily concerned with mankind’s current psychological 
problems. It will also be published this fall. 


AUSTRIAN PLAYWRIGHTS SUCCESSFUL AT HOME AND 
ABROAD. Several new plays by Austrian authors will receive 
their premiere in Austria and Germany during the coming the- 
atrical season. The Salzburg State Theater has acquired the 
production rights to the play ‘‘Rudolf der Stifter,’’ by Felix 
Braun, who received the Austrian State Prize for Literature 
last year. The play is centered around the famous Austrian 
ruler. 

The Municipal Theater of Rheydt (in Western Germany) 
will present the first performance of Franz Theodor Csokor’s 
‘‘Pilatus.’’ In this work, the noted Austrian playwright and 
poet gives an historically true account of the sentencing of 
Jesus Christ by Pilate and draws historic and intellectual 
parallels between these events and those of our own day. The 
same theater has also acquired first performance rights in 
Germany to the comedy, ‘‘Der Floh und die Jungfrau,’’ by the 
young Austrian writer Fritz Habeck. The central figure of 
the play is the poet Francois Villon, who choses to assert 
his personal liberty in the face of opposition by the powers 
of the state and sundry generals during the Hundred Years’ 
War between England and France. In this struggle he is con- 
fronted with Jeanne d’Arc, the Maid of Orleans, and pleads 
against her, but he too does not escape the hangman’s noose. 

The well-known Theater of Goettingen (Western Germany) 
has acquired the rights for the German premiere of the come- 
dy ‘‘Himmelwaerts,’’ by Oedoen von Horvath, the Austrian 
playwright who died in 1938. Heinz Hilpert will stage the 
production. 


A.M.A. PRESIDENT MURRAY VERY IMPRESSED BY 
VIENNA MEDICAL SCHOOL. Dr. Dwight Murray, President 
of the American Medical Association, accompanied by Drs. 
E. Hamilton and J. Moore, recently visited Vienna after a 
study tour through Northern Europe. In the Austrian capital, 
they visited many medical institutions and organizations. At 
a press conference, the three prominent American physicians 
paid tribute to the achievements of the Vienna Medical 
School and told newsmen that they were particularly impress- 
ed by the high standards of Austrian medical education and 


training. 
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1953 SALZBURG FESTIVAL MOST SUCCESSFUL IN SEVEN 
YEARS. The Board of Directors of the Salzburg Festival 
recently announced that the 1953 Festival season had been 
the most successful one in the past seven years. The per- 
formances were attended by some 85,000 Austrian and foreign 
guests. The most successful productions were the play 
‘‘Everyman’’ and the operas ‘‘Cosi Fan Tutte,’’ ‘‘Rosenka- 
valier,’’ and ‘‘Don Giovanni.’’ Publications and news ser- 
vices throughout the world devoted more space to the Fes- 
tival than ever before. Five hundred and one correspondents, 
representing 555 publications in 29 countries, covered the 
event. The largest contingents of newspapermen and music 
critics were those from Germany, Austria, the United States 
and Switzerland, in that order. 


AMERICAN NEWSPAPER ARTICLE LEADS TO DISCOV- 
ERY OF RARE ART IN VIENNA. About a year ago the 
Christian Science Monitor published an article dealing with 
the very rare and all but forgotten art of cobweb painting. 
Commenting on an example of this rare art now in the pos- 
session of a Chicago collector, the paper said that the work 
was the creation of an artist by the name of Franz Unter- 
berger who lived in the last century. The article also men- 
tioned 48 miniature cobweb paintings said to be the work of 
the Austrian painter Justinus Szodan of Vienna. 

The Information Department of the Austrian Consulate 
General has since requested further information from Aus- 
tria’s authoritative museums, especially from the Ferdinand- 
eum State Museum in Innsbruck, Tyrol. The research under- 
taken by this museum and by Prof. Arthur Haberlandt, a 
noted historian of art and authority in the field, revealed 
that there actually was a Viennese school of cobweb paint- 
ing, whose existence was even unknown in Vienna itself. 
No details of the results of the year-long investigation have 
yet been published, but these are expected to be made public 
in the near future. 

Historians of art had hitherto thought that the cobweb 
painting of the last century was an indigenous art restricted 
exclusively to the Tyrol. The art consists of extremely deli- 
cate miniature painting on natural cobwebs and caterpillar 
cocoons. 


VIENNESE ART HISTORIAN INVITED TO DIRECT MUSEUM 
IN CANADA, Dr. Ferdinand Eckhardt, the noted Viennese art 
historian, has been invited to Canada,where he will be ap- 
pointed director of a museum. Dr. Eckhardt was on the staff 
of Vienna’s Museum of the History of Art. His wife, the com- 
poser 8.C. Eckhardt-Gramatte, will accompany him to Canada. 


PROFESSOR KOKOSCHKA TO ESTABLISH SCHOOL FOR 
PLASTIC ARTS IN SALZBURG. Professor Kokoschka, the 
well-known Austrian artist whose summer academy for paint- 
ing, sculpture and architecture was attended by more than 
eighty Austrian and foreign students this year, is now plan- 
ning to establish a permanent school for the plastic arts in a 
wing of the Hohensalzburg Fortress in the Festival City. The 
newly redecorated premises will include classrooms and pub- 


lic rooms, as well as living quarters for the teachers and 
students. 


RECONSTRUCTION OF VIENNA BURGTHEATER WELL 
ADVANCED. The building which used to house one of the 
most famous stages in the German-speaking world — the 
Vienna Buretheater — and which was severely damaged 
during the war, is being rebuilt in its old traditional form. 
The latest reports from ‘Vienna indicate that excellent pro- 
gress is being made in the work of reconstruction and that 
part of the famous theater has already been restored to its 
former glory. Its reconstruction entails an almost completely 
rebuilt interior, with a new auditorium, new stage facilities 
and new cloak-moms. Once this work is completed, the 
theater will again have a seating capacity of 1500, although 
visibility and acoustics will have been considerably im- 
proved. Stage facilities, mechanical equipment and lighting 
apparatus will also meet the latest requirements. 


STRAUSS GREAT-GRANDSON CONDUCTS ALL-STRAUSS 
PROGRAM IN VIENNA. The young Viennese musician and 
conductor Eduard Strauss, great-grandson of Johann Strauss 
Sr. and grandson of the ‘‘Waltz King’’ Johann Strauss Jr., 
recently made his professional debut in Vienna at an open- 
air concert in front of the Rathaus, in which he conducted an 
all-Strauss program. The concert was enthusiastically ac- 
claimed by public and critics alike. Eduard Strauss is 
scheduled to conduct the orchestra of the Vienna Concert 
Society during its forthcoming tour of Germany in October. 


“EVERYMAN PLAYS’ TO BE PERFORMED IN COUNTRY 
DIALECT. In mid-August, ‘‘Everyman Plays’’ were per- 
formed for the first time in local country dialect in the Upper 
Austrian town of Offenhausen, near Wels. The dialect ver- 
sion was written by the recently deceased Austrian folk poet 
August Loeser. The original production was warmly greeted 
by the public and critics, and it is expected that these per- 
formances will become a regular annual feature and possibly 
a tourist attraction.

FIRST AUSTRIAN TELEVISION STATION TO BEGIN TELE- 
CASTING IN THE FALL OF 1954. It is reported from Vienna 
that the first Austrian television station will begin broad- 
casting in the fall of 1954. Until recently, the Soviet repre- 
sentative in the Allied Council had refused to allow Austria 
to operate any ultrashort-wave transmitters, thereby blocking 
the introduction of television transmissions. Now that the 
Allied Council has authorized the use of ultrashort-wave 
frequencies, Austria will be able to set up a television 
network. 

The first and most important television transmitter will 
be erected on the Kahlenberg, near Vienna; trial telecasts 
are expected to start shortly. The primary purpose of these 
is to enable manufacturers to gather experience for the pro- 
duction of television receivers. The tests will also help to 
clear up the technical problems of telecasting which, in 
Austria, require a special solution in view of the mountain- 
ous nature of the terrain.

FOR THE WAR-WOUNDED: ARTIFICIAL KNEES. An Aus- 
trian manufacturer of artificial limbs has, after long research, 
developed a sensational new artificial knee which is said to 
enable wearers of artificial limbs to move without any dif- 
ficulty. According to the Austrian firm, which specializes in 
such medical-prosthetic developments, the new artificial 
knee permits full freedom of movement. Licenses for the 
manufacturing abroad of the Austrian prostheses were al- 
ready obtained in Holland and Switzerland. In Great Britain, 
tests by individual purchasers are under way, and these are 
being closely watched by the British social services. In 
France, many invalids have ordered the new artificial knee 
directly from the Austrian manufacturer. Italy, according to 
the Austrian firm, intends to establish an Institute, the per- 
sonnel of which will be instructed by the Austrian inventor.

SUMMER SLEIGH INVENTED. ‘Two Austrian inventors in 
the mountainous province of Vorarlberg have developed a 
new ‘‘summer sleigh,’’ on which the skids are replaced by 
roller chains. Destined for use on slopes during the summer 
months, summer sleighs can easily be taken apart to facili- 
tate transportation uphill. The novel sleigh can be guided 
and braked like regular bobsleighs. A more serious applica- 
tion, according to the inventors, is the use of summer 
sleighs for rescue work in mountainous territory. (1572) 


CHILDREN'S ACCORDIONS. Children’s accordions are 
available from an Austrian manufacturer, according to infor- 
mation just received. The small accordions are replicas of 
full-sized instruments, and the child can play regular music 
on them. Orders for this typically Austrian article have al- 
ready been received from the United States, Great Britain, 
South Africa, New Zealand, and many European countries. 
The factory is located in Upper Austria (1570). 


UNDER THE TRADE MARK “‘PERFEKTYL,"’ Austria’s 
industry has brought out anew material for upholstering auto- 
mobile and bus seats. It is a plastic-treated textile which, 
its manufacturer claims, is waterproof and scratch-resistant. 
The new material is said not to deteriorate with age, and to 
be impervious to heat, cold and dryness, while preserving 
its original color and flexibility. (1569) 
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A NEW GLASS DRILL, invented by an Austrian firm, has 
advantages which eliminate many of the difficulties exper- 
ienced with old-fashioned glass drills. The new drill can be 
worked by hand or, by way of a flexible shaft, electrically; 
‘moreover, drilling speed is adjustable. However, the main 
advantage of the new Austrian tool is a vacuum cup which 
prevents the drill from slipping while in motion. According to 
the manufacturer, the new glass drill can be used not only in 
workshops and factories, but also ‘‘on the spot,’’ when show- 
window glass has to be drilled. (1574) 


AUSTRIA'S VARNISH AND LACQUER INDUSTRY has de- 
veloped a new acid-resistant resin-base varnish which has 
been very advantageously used on hard wood, such as wal- 
nut, mahogany, maple, etc. Unlike similar products now on 
the market, the new Austrian varnish, which is colorless, 
can be stored for several months. Its main advantage is the 
extreme degree of hardness it develops after a few days. In 
addition, the varnish is resistant to water, alkalis, acids, 
and oil, and its manufacturer points out that it will not turn 
yellow. (1575)

ON JUNE I, 1953, Austria’s new electrolytic copper refinery 
in Brixlegg, Tyrol, began operating. The copper mining and 
smelting plant had been completely destroyed during the war, 
and had to be rebuilt from scratch. It is today one of the most 
modern of its kind in Europe. Austria is mining its own ores, 
at present at a rate of approximately 10,000 tons per year. 
The ‘new refinery, with a capacity of 8,000 tons per year, is 
capable of producing sufficient electrolytic copper for Aus- 
tria’s domestic needs, Together with an old but reconditioned 
refinery, the annual capacity of 12,000 tons is enough to meet 
the total domestic demand for raw copper. Before the war, 
copper could only be refined from scrap, whereas the ores 
and concentrates had to be sent to Germany for smelting. 
5% tons of concentrates had to be delivered in order to re- 
ceive one ton of pure copper. Now that the possibility for 
domestic refining exists, 3.7 tons of concentrate can be con- 
verted into one ton of copper. A new plant for the production 
of sulfuric acid, in which zinc concentrates are being uti- 
lized, has also been built. It is expected to produce annual- 

ly some 15,000 tons of sulfuric acid from zinc concentrates, 
and 10,000 tons from copper concentrates, making a total 
production of 25,000 tons. Today, some copper must still be 
imported, but the domestic supply of zinc and lead makes any 
further imports practically unnecessary. 
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NEW AUTOMOBILE BUMPERS have been developed by an 
Austrian inventor. They consist of roller-like attachments 
on the sides of the vehicle. The inventor claims that his new 
gadget will prevent much damage to fenders and doors, be- 
cause the main impact of a lateral collision will be deflected 
and, in many cases, the striking object will glide off the 
car which would otherwise be severely damaged. (1571) 


IN DOWNTOWN VIENNA, a permanent exhibit of Austrian 
export goods has been established by the newly created 
Gewerbe Export G.m.b.H. The exhibit, which is to be changed 
at regular intervals, will feature products of Austria’s me- 
dium and small manufacturers, the so-called ‘‘Gewerbe.’’ 
Businessmen from the United States and Canada who are 
going to Europe will find the new exhibit a handy means of 
informing themselves quickly as to purchasing possibilities. 
The exhibit is centrally located at the ‘‘Harrach-Palace’”’ on 
Freyung Street 4 in Vienna’s first district. 


AUSTRIAN DANUBE PORT OF LINZ GROWS IN ECONO- 
MIC IMPORTANCE. During the first half of this year the 
Austrian Danube port of Linz handled a record total of 
318,343 tons of freight, a 25% increase over last year’s fi- 
gure covering the same six months. Heading the list of in- 
coming freight were coal from the Ruhr and ore from Brazil 
and Sweden for the United Austrian Iron and Steel Works in 
Linz. Outgoing freight included exports of natural steel, 
steel ingots, bauxite and lumber. In June 1953 alone, the 
port of Linz handled 70,000 tons of freight, or almost double 
the 36,500 tons handled in June of last year.

PRELIMINARY PLANS FOR SALZBURG-VIENNA TURN- 
PIKE BEING DRAWN UP. Dr. Fritz Bock, Undersecretary in 
the Austrian Ministry of Trade and Reconstruction, an- 
nounced on August 2 that, following a conference between 
Chancellor Julius Raab, the provincial governors and repre- 
sentatives of Austrian banks, preliminary plans were being 
drawn up for the construction of the planned turnpike from 
Salzburg to Vienna. The Federal Government, the states and 
Austrian industry are setting aside some three million schil- 
lings for the establishment of a planning commission to 
study the technical and financial aspects of the project. 
Minister of Finance, Dr. Reinhard Kamitz has meanwhile 
been negotiating with the banks, with a view to lowering the 
current bank rate. The cost of loans would thereby be re- 
duced and large-scale financing of the turnpike placed on a 
sounder footing.
